FLAMES' SWIFT KROGHKSS. 


• Starting ill the wholesale section, the 
lire burned out every, wholesale house of 
jiote in the city, swept along through 
tin; Baltimore and Fayette street retail 
sections, destroyed nil of the prominent 
office buildings, leveled banks and brok- 
erage offices as well as the Chamber of 
Commerce and Stock Exchange in the 
financial section, then sped on through 
the wholesale nnd export tviule sections 
centering about Exchange Place.

DEVASTATION UX8TAYKD.

MAN'S EFFORTS USELKSS. 


To describe in detail the fire of Feb- 


ruary 7, which will go down in the- his- 
tory of the world its one of the greatest 
disasters is simply an impossibility just 
as it is impossible at this time to give 
an adequate idea of the amount of loss, j 
tlie number of buildings destroyed or 
the firms which have gone out of bnsi- j 
ness. These are facts- which will not de- j 
velop for days to come.

flames. 


XEW YORK FIREMEN ARRIVE. 
This morning a half dozen of New 


York city's most powerful steamers ar- 
rived by special train, and their coming 
•rave new impetus to the efforts to cheek 
the flames by putting fresh men into the 
fight, tlie Baltimore firemen, as well as 
the out-of-town men who arrived earlier 
having been exhausted by their nil night 
struggle against such terrific odds. 


All electrical power has l>een destroy- 


ed ami no street cars are runniii^s 


About midnight the wind, which had 


been blowing strongly from the south- 
west: with a tendency to switch to the 
westward, began to come iu a gale frp^i^ 
the northwest. At this hour the flames 
had reached Market Space 
and 
were 


headed directly for the tenament dis- 
tricts, across the Falls, where frightened 
foreigners were working like demons to 
save their household effects. 


Temporarily Ihe change in the wind 


saved them, for the flames were driven 
toward the water front, and all build- 
ings 
from Baltimore, street

to 


'priiJis street were soon a roaring mass 
of ttalnes. 


VESSELS FLEE FKOM FLAMES.

through the ruins and tottering walls 
making egress move difficult. 


A SCENE OF DESOLATION. 


jCooti—The, burning area stretches for 


blocks along the harbor in the southeast, 
section, the old part ot the city. The 
firemen Rre working bravely but against 
fearful odds. The. area is enveloped in 
smoke that rises in great volumes and 
rolls awn/y over the rest of the city. 
Stretching back along Jones Falls is a 
host of buildings gutted by the Ilames.

westward is a scene of utter d-estmcUoai. 
What were once large substantial struc- 
tures are now n- mass of smouldering 
debris, a few walls here aud there stand- 
ing like, sentinels over the ruins. Huge 
piles of smouldering bricks, ' n. tangled 
network of electric wires, a few rem- 
nants of walls anil here, a.nd there tiHc- 
"raph poles burned and smouldering- are 
all that remain to mark the progress of 
the conflagration in thai section. 


NO CLUE TO ORIGIN. . 


The -origin of the fire is snid to have 


been from spontaneous combustion, but 
no tangible evidence to tins effect has 
thus far been secured.•

Sorrow at totter'* Death Together 


With 111 Health Led to Hash 


Deed—No Coroner's In- 


quest Helil. 


Because of ill-health and the death of 


a nine year old daughter less than fire 
weeks ago. Mrs. Frunciuco Kozel, wife 
of .Joseph Kozen, a well known resident 
of Franksville, became despondent and 
melancholy and about 7 o'clock "Sunday 
morning committed suicide by hanging 
herself in a smn.ll barn adjoining her 
home. 


The news of the suicide came, to Coron- 


er Jonas Hoyle, of Ibis city, by tele- 
phone message from Dr. Corr, he having 
been called after the body of the woman 
had been discovered suspended by a rope 
from a rafter of the building, cut down 
and efforts made to resuscitate her. 


Although the country roads'were in a 


fearful condition Coroner Hoyle and a, 
Journal representative took the long and 
cold ride to Franksville. The little cot- 
tage of the Kozel family stands north 
of the village. The coroner found Mr. 
Kozen. liis son by a former wife, and the 
bodv of the dead woman in one small 
room. The husbnnd was unable to talk 
a woril of English, and the son made a 
statement. He said: 


THE SOX'S STATEJJEN'T. 


"My step-mother was 53 years old and 


had 
resided 
in 
Franksville 
fourteen 


years. For a long time she had been 
subjected to epileptic fits and would full 
in tlie, house and outside, sometimes as 
high as three times- a. day. 
Her little 


nine year old child used to be with and 
take care of her continually. 


"Less than five weeks ago the little 


girl sickened and died. It was a'bad 
blow to my step-mother. Alter Uie fun- 
eral my mother became very despondent 
and melancholy. Often 
she remarked 


that slic wished it bad been herself in- 
stead of the little girl who had passed 
away. From her talk we were afraid 
that 
she. might destroy 
herself and 


watched her very carefully. 


-Sunday morning 1 arose and dressed 


preparatory to going to Dr. Corr's office 
where I was employed t'nking care of his 
horse and doing other work. My moth- 
er .got up about the lime I did and just 
as I was'starling she went out of doors. 
1 wailed a. few moments for her to con-.c 
in. but thought perhaps she was doing a 
chore, nnd went away. 


•'Xot long after I was notified that 1 


was wanted home and to bring the due- 
tor, tliat my uiolher had hang herself. I 
hurried home ami Dr. Corr went with 
me. \Vo found my mother hanging at 
the end of a ripe, tied to a rafter in the 
barn and she was dead. 


FINDS WIFE'S DEAD BODY. 


"My father, after I left home, got up, 


went'to the barn and discovered her. 
At lirst he thought she was sitting on 
the edge of the opening leading to the 
loft cau"ht hold of nnd shook her, only 
to find her hanging-. The body was cut 
down and carried into the, house. 


"Jly mother had no doubt, premeditat- 


ed 'the net. She crawled up into the 
barn loft, adjusted the rope about her 
neck tied it to the rafters and then per- 
mitted her body to slide down through 
the trap door and strangled to death. 


Coroner Hoyle, after making a very 


thorough investigation, decided on ac- 
count of the. extrtmin cold weather, not 
to h'.'ld a regular inquest, ami ordered 
Dr. Corr to issue a burial permit.

Rev. Olympia Brown Says the 


Time Has Come to Put 


American Homes on 


Eight Basis. 


"Wo don't want silly poetry and senti- 


ment any longer; we want the fsKJtn and 
to know what, is our duty in,thic emer- 
gency; the home lor many years J>as 
been on a false basis; wo want it put 
upon a basis'of recognition of the fact 
that woman fii.the househould lias'a pe- 
cuniary value." Such was-the. keynote 
of the address made Saturday afternoon 
in Chicago by Rev. Olympia Brown of 
Racine 
before the Political 
Equality 


League of that city. 


She declared that if a woman earning 


$1,000 a. year gare up th*t position to 
marry John Jone*, to care for hin.-houae- 
hold and bring up his children, she is 
certainly worth $1,000. to John Jones. 
If a woman K doing nothing in a. home, 
her services are 
not 
worth • anything, 


but there ought to be no such-woman in 
existence. 


There was applause from the -women 


present 
when, the speaker said: '*! 


think he is the worst citizen of ns all 
who shall bring a f»mib/ Into the world 
without the means to clothe, feed and 
shelter his children. It has been recom- 
mended 
from high places that there 


should 
be a greater populntioc, 
bat 


there must be an economic basis for 
large families. I deprecate the estab- 
| lishmetifc of a home without means, and 
I think the time has come when men 
ought to begin to economize by cutting 
off their cigars and other luxuries for 
the benefit of the home." 


As to the society woman who lives ill 


luxury, the lecturer had this to say: 
"Wo have women today who arc living 
in elegant leisure, spending their win- 
ters in the south and their summers at 
| the watering placet?. All the time they 


I are attending great functions, while the 


I man' is at home getting up at ti o'clock 


in the morning to get down to his oflioe 
carlv so that, he msy keep her going. 
A woman of this kind is in prime condi- 
tion to inherit the property." . 


The Wisconsin suffragist declared that 


the wife should have si regular allow- 
ance; that is the only way to put th.i 
home on a business basis. When this 
shall be done generally, there will be 
fewer divorce* and the home will h«v« 
justice for its foundation. She asserted 
that without the ballot women could not 
"et "fair pay. just treatment and the 
ability to lay by something for old age."

are for goods, which were partitioued 
off in different factories operated by the 
Knitting company.

collateral for loans made by banks. The 
creditors holding these iviirehouse re- 
ceipts now claim they .can realize more 
money by selling them privately than 
they can by a public sale and' therefore 
believe they are entitled to the posses- 
sion of such goods.

Because of ill-health and the death of 


a nine year old daughter leas than fire 
weeks ago, Mrs, Francisco Kozel. wife 
of Joseph Kozen, a'well known resident 
of Franksville, became despondent and 
melancholy and about 7 o'clock "Sunday 
morning committed suicide by hanging 
herself in a small barn adjoining her 
home. 


The news of the suicide came to Coron- 


er Jonas Hoyle, of this city, by tele- 
phone message from Dr. Corr, he having 
been called after the body of the woman 
had beeu discovered suspended by a rope 
from a rafter of the building, cut down 
and efforts made to resuscitate her. 


Although the country roads were in a 


fearful condition Coroner Hoyle and 11 
Journal representative took the long and 
cold ride to Franksville. The little cot- 
tage of the Kozel family stands north 
of the village. The coroner found Mr. 
Kozen, his son by a former wife, and the 
body of the dead woman in one small 
room. The husband was unable to talk 
a word of English, and the son made a 
statement. He said: 


THE SON'S STATEMENT. 


"My step-mother was 53 years old and 


had resided in Franksville fourteen 
years. For a long time she had been 
subjected to epileptic fits and would fall 
in the house and outside, sometimes aa 
high as three times- sv day. Her little 
nine year old child used to be with and 
take care of her continually. 


"Less than five weeks ago the lit.tlo 


girl sickened and died. It was a' biid 
blow to my step-mother. After the fun- 
eral my mother became very despondent 
and melancholy. Often she remarked 
that she wished it had been herself in- 
stead of the little girl who had passed 
away. From her talk we were afraid 
that 
she might destroy 
herself and 


watched her very carefully. 


"Sunday morning I arose and dressed 


preparatory to going to Dr. Corr's office 
where I was employed taking care of his 
horse and doing other work. My moth- 
er.got up about the time I did and just 
ns L was 'starting she went out of doors. 
I waited a few moments for her to come 
in, but thought perhaps she was doing a 
chore, and went away. 


"Not long after I was notified that I 


was wanted, home and to bring the doo- 
tor, that my mother had linng herself. I 
hurried home and Dr. Corr went with 
me. We found my mother hanging at 
the end of a ripe, tied to a rafter in the 
barn and she was dead.

"My father, after I left home, sot up, 


went to the barn and discovered her. 
At first he thought she was sitting on 
the edge of the opening leading to the

that Charles W. Brown, night cashier of 
the Milwaukee, Electric Railway & Light 
company, had been arrested on charge 
of having embezzled .$2,500 of the cor- 
poration's money, created :i big surprise 
in railway circles and other quarters 
where he was quite well known. 


It astonished people for the reason 


that the young man always appeared to 
have good habits and seldom visited sa- 
loons a.nd drank liquor; was a good 
dresser and associated in good society, 
in fa«t he was considered a, good and 
popular fellow. 


After Policeman Charles Christiansen 


arrested him and he was arraigned be- 
fore Court Commissioner John T. Went- 
worth, the rase, was adjourned until 
nnxt Thursday morning, the bonds being 
fixed tit .*3,000, but he was unable to se- 
cure bail and spent the night in jail. 


Officials of tlie company have suspect- 


ed that peculations were going on in 
some direction. This suspicion directed 
toward Brown and he was accused of 
tampering with the register, but denied 
it. 
One time lie was sick and it was no- 


ti'.'rd that, receipts ran much higher than 
when he was there. Then when he caone 
back they decreased. The outcome was 
tliat Brown tendered his resignation and 
(juit the company. 


It was his duty as night cashier to 


empty the boxes in the local cars in 
which fares are deposited, there being 
no conductors on the cars. Some two 
years ago registers were pinned in the 
cars and Hie motormcn required to rin" 
up fares a.s they were deposited in the 
box. 


RESULT OF INVESTIGATION. 


When the officers suspected that the 


receipts of the road were not commen- 
surate' with the amount of traffic an in- 
vestigation was commenced by Superin- 
tendent KueninierliiiH, of the local line, 
and 
Comptroller William Mnekny, of 


Milwaukee. 
It 
was discovered that 


Brown had been i nthe habit of falsify- 
ing the records as made by the cash reg- 
isters, reporting an amount of receipts 
which 
would tally with the 
cash ' ho 


turned over. Then it was also ascertain- 
ed that when the niotdrmen left their 
cash boxes with Brown over night they 
would miss 50 cents, 25 cents, etc. Ac- 
cording to statements made by officers 
of the company these peculations have 
been going on for over one year and a 
half and the loss< is fixed at $2,500 and 
perhaps, 'larger. 


TURNED OVER $800. 


Brown, after quitting the offices of 


tiie company, was preparing, it is said, 
to leave the city. He was summoned to 
the offices of the local attorneys of the 
company, Kearney, Thompson & Myers, 
where he was closeted nnd put through 
tlie pumping process. At nrat it is said, 
lie denied having taken a single cent, 
but notwithstanding, is said to 
have 


turned over about $000 to the officials 
and offered to work out the balance of 
the alleged shortiige. As a resnlfc of the 
examination, a wsirvnnt was sworn out 
lit 3 o'clock by Mr. Mackay, and Brown 
was arrested and held as stated ahove. 


Brown is a. siugle man about 30 years 


old and was always found to be very 
pleasant and affable at the offices of the 
company, in fact wns '.veil 
liked. He 


was born nnd reared upon n. farm in 
Salem, Keiiosha county, where he has a 
mother living. From the .farm he com- 
menced working.for the street railway 
company and oame to Jiacine-tnvo stid a 
half years ago. 


MAKES EMPHATIC DENIAL. 


When seen at'the jail Brown emphat- 


ically denied that lie had 1»ken a cent of'' 
'the -company's money. He 
admitted 


that lie ho-d paid over to the comuany 
about .fOOO and offered to work out the 
amount thoj' claimed he had stolen, but 
still he denied having stolen the money, 
and made the offer simply so that tho 
matter would 
- not 
become public. He 


said in substance: 
"I ha<ve been in the 


employ -of the company as night clerk 
for a long time. It was my duty to col- 
lect from cash registers of cars as they 
cainn in. The officers of the company 
claim that I tampered with the accounts 
and ' took the .money. Early 
in 
tlie 


moi'ning I "was called to tbe offices of 
Kearney, Thompson &, Afyers nnd l»y of- 
ficials of the road charged iritli linvihg 
embeBzlcd 
money. I emphatically de- 


nied the charge find I still d#ny it,. I ad- 
mit I offered, them money in settlement 
because .1 did not want the notoriety of 
such a charge n-gainst my character." 


Officers of the road claim that they 


have conclusive ,cvidenco of Brown's: pec- 
ulations. How the evidence was secur- 
ed is not stated, but it is bolicved that 
detectives, were nut on the case to keep 
track! of tlic amounts' on registers when 
JJrown took cash, out of tlit.boies.

Baenseli explained the manner in which 
cme department serves as a- check upon 
another. As to the executive, he said 
there were two points of relationship 
with the legislative, to recommend meaa- 
irres and to approve or disapprove lair» 
passed. 


"While the executive is therefore a 


co-operating factor in legislation," said 
Mr. Baensch, "the power to recommend 
gives no authority to hare an initiative 
in legislation, nor does it give any au- 
thority to interfere with legislation. 


A CAUSE OF DISCORD. 


"The attempted encroachment by one 


department upon tile other can be fruit- 
ful of naught else but personal' discord, 
and will retard true progress. Should 
the legislature defeat a bill solely be- 
ca-usc t.he executive has-strongly recom- 
mended and ardently advocated the 
same; if it reduce the number of public 
offices simply to weaken hia power, or 
if the executive approve a plainly un- 
constitutional bill, because of personal 
friendship for'its author; if he veto a 
measure because of personal ill-will to- 
ward its advocate,"or if he uae the .pow- 
erful lever of patronage to aid or defeat 
the passage of any measure, then each 
is recreant to his trust. The result of 
such- a contest is a turmoil, surcharged 
with-personal bitterness, as far as the 
participants arc concerned, and as far 
as the people, arc concerned, their inter- 
ests are lost sight of and suffer in con- 
sequence of a mere personal quarrel. '

ALL AJMUFSD. 


There is precisely as much reason and 


cause to denounce conspiracy in the em- 
ployers as in the employes, yet one does 
not hear much as to the former phase. 
Grand juries are now or have been late- 
ly investigating into combinations of 
employers wherein other employers were 
put to great inconvenience to say noth- 
ing of heavy losses. Men outside of the 
combines were unable to secure supplies 
and unable to secure union labor as well, 
because bo*h were in the conspiracy. 
There is not only this phase but the oth- 
er phase of associations refusing to sell 
goods to those against whom edicts ma-y 
run as to violations of rules, or of not 
belonging "to certain defined associations 
of employers, manufacturers or retail- 
ers.

naturally special privileges, not of mo- 
nopoly but of methods of carrying on 
business and dividing up ownership into 
shares of stock, must sell to all comers 
ot the same uniform prices announced 
in the same territory provided of course 
the cash is tendered for the same. The 
day may come too when laws TV ill inter- 
fere with great combinations making one 
price for one locality and another price 
for another locality, the object being to 
lower prices in certain territory to stamp 
•out competition, but at present the con- 
tention seems to be to compel corpora- 
tions and associations to sell at all to 
those against whom they have reasons 
to prevent securing supplies.

Buttermilk Bread.—Two pounds of 


flour, brown or white, one teaspoonlul of 
baking powder, one-eighth otuice of bi- 
carbonate oi soda, a pinch of salt, a des- 
sertspoonful of white sugar, if liked. Put 
the flour into a basin, and mix all the 
other ingredients on a board, taking care 
to leave no lumps; add to the flour, and 
mix in a firm dough, with sour butter- 
milk, knead it a little., make it into 
loaves and bake it at once. Sour does 
not mean rancid buttermilk. 
If it is 


sweet, double the baking powder and 
leave out the soda; but it will not be so 
good.

The rail- 
road people have been working np fig- 
ures of their own. , The real property 
in Milwaukee county is assessed, at 
only 50 per cent, of its real value was 
one of the significant remarks made 
by Mr. Craudon. In th-e case of per- 
sonnl property he said the percentage 
was much lower, probably not over 20 
per cent. Outside o£ Milwaukee coun- 
ty the assessment of real estate In the 
state does not reach over C6 per. cent. 
of the real value. Besiiless the Inves- 
tigation in Milwaukee county the .com- 
mittee also presented the results of as- 
sessment work in six other "counties 
of the state. It was found that the lo- 
cal assessment in these several places 
ranged from 54.5 to SO per cent, of the 
real value.

.Wisconsin and Convicts. 


A bulletin issued by a society which 


looks after ex-convicts speaks nicely 
of this state on penal lines. It says 
Wisconsin, which has so long had its 
most excellent board of control, is 
Unown to have perhaps a better sys- 
tem of county jails than any state In 
this section. The new state reforma- 
tory is rapidly getting in Hne with the 
best principles of reformative disci- 
pline and industry.. 
Unfortunately, 


the indeterminate feature of the pa- 
role law which was provided for this 
institution, is not fully sustained by 
the courts and is inoperative. It Is 
hoped that such changes as may be 
necessary will be made in the constitu- 
tion, so that this law may be applied 
not only to the reformatory, but to the 
state prison as well, where no provi- 
sion is made for the employment of 
the men after their discharge. As for 
Iowa, Governor Cummins said recent- 
ly no new penal legislation had been 
made in that state in fifty years. Nev- 
ertheless. Iowa has imitated our sys- 
tem of si state board of control, and 
Minnesota has followed In its wake. 
While there are fewer prisoners- in this 
state, yet the one parjble agent provid- 
ed by the state is.by.-no means able 
to adequately supervise both the pa- 
roled and discharged men. Hence, the 
•need of the Central Howard associa- 
tion to supplement his efforts, as well 
as to look after the mon from the coun- 
ty, jails and workhouses.

When a cow wades belly deep Into a 


filthy pool festering in the neat and 
ftraled with excretions her milk will In- 
evitably suffer, says R. H. Forbes of 
the Arizona experiment station. Not 
only will the foul odors of lie water 
she drinks be imparted in aorne meas- 
ure to the milk, but millions of bac- 
teria, adhering to her hair and wider, 
will, when she is dried off and milked, 
and their way as dust into the milk 
pail. Qufck souring of milk in warm 
weather and .undesirable changes' in 
butter and cheese, caused by bacteria, 
result. 


It would seem that these are sunV 


slant reasons why cowij should be pre- 
vented from b*Vtag access to foul wa- 
ter, bnt there is the additional reason 
of danger ,to the health of the animal 
from disease germs 'which may be pres- 
ent. 


Although these are dangers that it ia 


well worth while to guard against, it is 
evident, as Mr. Fernot points out, "that 
outbreaks of 
typhoid 
fever occur 


which, if the cause were carefully 
traced, would be found to come not 
from tlie milk as it leaves the cow, but 
from vessels which had been washed 
with contaminated Water," and he calls 
attention to the fact that "since .the 
advent of the cream separator, which 
is usually driven by steam 
power, 


steam has been used to clea'n all the 
utensils in the dairy. Not only is it 
efficient for this purpofie, but as a germ 
destroyer there ie nothing better, be- 
cause it penetrates to the bottom of 
the seams and heats the metal to such 
a degree as to kill dangerous germs." 


Tke Co-opermtlve Creamerr. 


Necessity is tlie mother of invention 


and a few other things,*' according to 
Creamery Journal. 
That a business 


enterprise should grow out of a com- 
bination of compelling .'circumstances 
and not from choice seems strange at 
first thought. Yet it was in thip way 
that the first co-operative creamery 
came about. John Stewart was running 
a creamery for the good-farmers about 
Maynard, la., but John" didn't make it 
pay, and the farmers were left with a 
creamery and cows, but no plkce to sell 
their milk. So, as a last resort, they 
accepted Sam Shilling's offer to run 
their plant and divide the earnings 
among the stockholders. . 


This was the first co-operative cream- 


ery. Today there are hundreds of .them, 
with their factories dotting the western 
prairies, owned by the farmers, run by 
the farmers and paying farmers' prof- 
its. - 
There always will be co-operative 


creameries as long a'S creameries shall 
last, and how there can be au end to 
them we do not see. There is no safer 
system. 


We find no fault with private cream- 


eries. There are lots of good ones, 
many run faultlessly, but the co-opera- 
tive system has,yet to find its superior 
| if indeed Its equal from the farmers' 


standpoint. 


To Get Highly FtaTOM* Bmtter. 
In the matter of maitng butter the 


private dairyman can learn a great 
deal from his creamery brother, eay» 
H. D. Otis in Chicago News. The lat- 
ter has made the subject of butter 
making a life study, and many of the 
things that he bas discovered can be 
applied to advantage on the farm. It 
is assumed that the milk and cream 
will receive the best of care previous to 
reaching the cream vat. 


High flavor er quick aroma of butter 


is due to the breaking up .of the milk 
sugar, forming lactic acid, and Is possi- 
bly the rfesult of a seJtes of germs that 
get Into the cream during the process 
of ripening (souring). It cream is 
churned while sweet considerable but- 
ter will be lost in the buttermilk and 
the butter will lack flavor, BO matter 
what the cows are fed. If cream ripens 
too much we will get sour butter or 
what Professor McKay calls "rotten 
s>Bg flavor." Cream read^y to be churned 
has a smooth, granular appearance, 
with a sharp, acid taste. When cream 


eaehes this condition It should either 
e churned at Qnce or cooled down to 
ibout DO degrees and warmed to 68 or 
fl degrees when churned. So ijnpor- 
ant is the right amount of acid that 
our best butter makers have what is 
called an acid test for determining the 
amount. 


•Will Afford Protection. 


Federal authorities wifl co-operate 


with the Minnesota dairy and food 
commission in preventing tbe_ practice 
of misbranding Minnesota butter and 
cheese. The attention of the aecietary 
of agriculture has been called to this, 
and he has interned State Commis- 1 
sloner McOonnell that any such cases 
will be prosecuted by the department 
of justice under the law of 1902, which 
imposes a fine of $500 to $2,000 for In- 
troducing In any state or territory dai- 
ry or food products falsely labeled as 
to the state or territory in. which they 
are produced.

PLANTS TO BE SOLD 


Referee Lee so Deeides-To Occur 


Within Thirty Days-Validity 


ot Claims to be Passed 


on Thursday. 


According^to a decision of Charles H. 


ice, the referee in'the Racine Knitting 
company's bankrupt- case, the property 
located at Racine, Bcloit. Ripoh and 
Stevens Point is to be sold in less than 
thirty days, an order being issued late 
Saturday afternoon, no date yet being 
fixed.

An application was made by ths trus- 


tees for the sale'of the 
entire asets, 


which was objected to by certain parties, 
the principal one being E. W. liatcliff, of 
Chicago, who, the day of the company's 
petition iu bankruptcy, filed a mortgage 
in the register of deed's office for $100.- 
O00.;but it -was shown, that but $3.100 
was <hi« him. 


The other parties who objected were 


holders of so-called warehouse receipts 
issued by1 the Security Warehouse com- 
pany, of Chicago, against goods contain- 
ed iff the Racine' Knitting company's 
"warehouses" in Racine and Stevens 
Point, which certificates were given as 
collateral on notes issued by tlid com- 
pany. 


The petition of the trustees, as report- 


ed in tho Journal Saturday evening, ask- 
ed that thn property be sold free and 
clear from all liens there being no claims 
against certain portions of the-.property, 
but others were disputed. 


The object of the petition was to re- 


move certain obstacles in the way of a 
sale. The interests of all parties claim- 
ing liens were to be transferred to the 
proceeds of the sale. The order of the 
referee was to sell all property free mid 
clear of all incumbranec, with the ex- 
ception of the. Beloit factory, now sub- 
ject to a.$13,001) morlffiipe. no[- duo for 
several years. The sale.of'tlie plant will 
be subject to the mortgage. 


The referee will take up next .Thurs- 


day the validity of certain claims, such 
as warehouse receipts, etc., but it is ex- 
pected that before March 1st, the prop- 
erty of the Racinn Knitting company wilt 
ba disposed of, the creditors to receive 
about twenty centa on a dollar. The lia- 
bilities arc now said to be* over $300,000, 
while .the assets are said to be annul'
